An Ill-Fated Mine. 


HALIFAX, Nova Sootia, January 16.—The 
Albion coal mines at Stellarton, owned by a 
Canadian, American and English syndicate, 
have again been wrecked by explosions and 
are on fire.

terms of the ordinance, whereas the police 
courts cannot be empowered to imprison ex- 
ceptfor defaultof paymentof fines. Anew 
bill was drafted and introduced, and is now 
before the Sanitary Committee. The new or- 
dinance creates the office of Milk Inspector 
and Deputy Inspector, defines their duties, 
probibits the manfacture of milk and cream 
aduiterants and preservatives, provides for 
the licensing of milk and cream dealers 

regulates the delivery of milk in the city. 

The Inspector shall, according to the pro- 
‘visions of the ordinance, be appointed by the 
Mayor, subject to the approval of the Council, 
and hold office forfour years. The salary is 
fixed at $1,800 per annum and the bond at ,- 
00. The provision requiring that the In- 
spector shall be an analytical and synthetical 
chemist is disheartening to the politicians who 
had fixed their minds upon the new berth. The 


- {mspector will be required to analyze any sam- 


ple of milk or cream submitted to him by any 


individual, firm or corporation, and shall re- |, 


port the results promptly to the Health Com- 
ssioner. It is also made the Inspector’s 
duty to analyze any sample of food or drink 
submitted to him by the Health Commissioner. 
He cun also, of his own motion, make an ex- 
amination of any article of food sold or ex- 
posed for sale, and is authorized to enter any 
ises or take from any milk wagon a quan- 

of milk not exceeding one quart for anal- 
— Interference with the Inspector is made 
a misdemeanor punishable by a fine of from 


$10 to $25. 

After the passage of the ordinance the sale 
or offering for sale of skimmed milk for any 
purpose is absolutely prohibited unless the 

urchaser is notified at the time. This sec- 

ion of the ordinance provides that ‘‘any per- 
gon who shall sell or offer forsale anyskimmed 
milk or any cream or milk containing any for- 
eign substance whatever or any adulteration 
or preservative, whether for the purpose of 
artificially increasing the quantity of the milk 
or cream or for preservin the 
sweetness and condition therefor, or 
for any other purpose whatever, 
or any diluted milk or cream, shall be deemed 
guilty of a misdemeanor, and, on conviction, 
shall be punished by a fine of not less than $50 
nor more than $500.’’ 

It also provides that anv person convicted a 
second time of having violated the conditions 
of the ordinance shall have his license revoked 
and shall not be permitted to sell milk for a 
period of five years thereafter. ; 

According to section 8 every hotel, board- 
ing-hovse and restaurant keeper, owner, man- 
ager or steward, who shallset before or offer 
any boarder, guest or customer any skimmed 
or diluted or adulterated milk without advis- 
ing him of the fact, shall be liable toa fine of 
from $10 to $50. 

The standards of analysis are as follows: 
milk—water 88 per cent milk solids 12 per 
cent, provided that the solids shall contain 
28-10 per cent of butter fat; cream—water 78 
per cent, solids 22 per cent, provided that the 
solids shall not contain less than 12 per cent 


at. 

The — requires that all dealers shall 
pay a license of $50 per annum for wholesale 
cad $10 per year for retail business. Persons 
owning five cows or less can sell the milk di- 
rectly to cousumers on the payment of a li- 
cense of $1 per cow per annum. This after-

Investigation by the Coroner of the Fatal 
Shooting Affray on Spruce Street Last 
Evening—Officer Dempsey’s Statement— 
Story of the Hilling—Bad Ch: r of 
the Deceased—The Testimony Elicited. 


An inquest was held to-day on Mathew 
Burns, who was killed last evening on Spruce 
between Ninth and Tenth streets, by Officer 
Dempsey, and a verdict exonerating the officer 
from all blame was returned. The only two 
eye witnesses to testify to the shooting 
were the officer himself, and Jim Byrne, 
who was with Burns when the latter was 
killed. It becamea question of veracity be- 
tween the two, and as there werea number 
of officers who testified to the 
bad reputation of the dead man 
and his companion and to their custom of al- 
ways resisting arrest, the jury preferred the 
word of the officer and heid that he was 
blameless in killing the man. Officers Mahon, 
Danaher, Quigley, O'Connor, Sergt. Boyd, 
Capt. Joyce and Ohief Huebler all testified to 
Dempsey’s good reputation and the bad rep- 
utation of Byrne and Burns. Some of them also 
testified that since Dempsey had trouble with 
the Breen family these men have been vowing 
vengenance against him and made threats to 
„get even!“ with him. Charles Hopkins, a 
citizens, also testified to having been 
knocked down and robbed by Mathew 
Burns a few years ago. Demp- 
sey’s testimony was exactly similar to 
the statement made by him to a PostT- 
DISPATCH reporter earlier in the day and pub- 


lished below. Byrne testified that he and 
Burns were coming up Spruce street together 
in the middle of the road singing. Dempsey 
rushed out upon them and said: ‘‘Shut up, 
you — —— ——!’’ They did not know he 
was a police officer and he he replied: 
„1 am no— — Then Dempsey 
drew his revolver struck at 
him with his fist. He dodged the blow and 
ran. The officer also struck at Mat Burns, who 
also dodged and ran. Dempsey fired a shot 
at them. Fearing he would fire 
again if they continued running, they stopped 
and turned around. The shot took effect on 
Mat Burns, who fell dead. Neither of them 
attempted to strike the officer. 

No credence was placed in his story by the 
jury, and as the weund showed that the man 
was facing the officer when shot the pre- 
sumption wasthat he had not merely turned 
around, but was approaching the officer. 

THE VERDICT 
was that Burns died of a gun-shot wound 
of the heart and lung inflicted by a 
ball fired from a pistol in the 
hands of Police Officer Michael Dempsey, 
and we, the jury, further find that the said 
police officer, Michael Dempsey, fired the said 
shot in self-defense and in discharge of his 
— A, and we therefore exonerate him from all 
lame. 


HOW BURNS WAS KILLED. 

Policeman Michael Dempsey, on special 
duty at the lumber yard between Ninth and 
Twelfth streets, Spruce street and Clark av- 
enue, last night killed Matthew Burns, a 
laborer employed in the Eagle Milis, Second 
and Dickson street. The statement furnished 
by Dempsey to his superior officer, 
Sergt. Boyd, is as follows: About 7:50 o’clock, 
while I was walking down Spruce street, be- 
tweeen Ninth and Tenth streets, Iwas met by 
three men who were swearing loudly and 
making considerable noise. I told them to 
keep quietand one of them struck me and 
knocked me down. They all ran toward me 
and I drew we revolver. I told them to 
keep back. ne of them turned and 
ran away, but the others continued 
to advance on me, I managed 
to keep out of their way and fired one shot to 
scare them. That had the effect of making them 
worse. 
Burns, in defense of myself. I told them that 
I was a police officer, and they said they did 
noticare. I also showed them my star. 

Sergt. Boyd was near the scene ot the 
tragedy and reached the place while Dempsey 
was still struggling with James Byrnes who 
had with Matthew Burnsattacked him. Byrnes 
was placed in the patrol wagon by the police 
with the body of Burns. The party proceeded 
to the Oity Dispensary where Dr. Steinmitz 
pronounced Burns dead,the ball having pene- 
trated his heart. The body was taken to the 
Morgue and Byrnes was locked up at the Four 
Courts. Oapt. Joyce, when the facts were re- 
ported to him by Sergt. Boyd, placed Police- 
man Dempsey under arrest. He was not 
locked in, but remained in the Captain’s 


office. 
BYRNES’ STORY. 

Byrnes says he is 27 years old. He had known 
Burns for a long time and was * with 
him at the Eagle Mills. When met on pruce 
street by Dempsey they were on their way to 
1520 Gratiot street, Burns’ home. They had 
been drinking all afternoon, he admitted. 
When they neared thecornerof Tenth, on 
Spruce, they were approached by a man whom 
Byrnes professes to be unable to identify. He 
carried a revolver and commanded them

‘‘and struck at me with his gun. I dodged it, 
and he then walked to my partner, whom he 
shot twice.’’ He admitted he and his friend 
were making a great deal of noise. Byrnes is 
given a bad reputation by the police. He ad- 
mits having been pg pone 4 arrested and 
having been sent to the Work- house. 

Matthew Burns was unmarried and lived 
with his aged mother at 1520 Gratiot street. She 
was not told of her son’s death last night. He 
was 82 years old. 

DEMPSEY TALKS TO-DAY. 

Officer cee, wae kept in the Central 
District station charge of an officer all 
morning until the inquest was commenced. 
To a Post-DIsPaTCH reporter he made the fol- 
lowing statement to-day: ‘‘You know there 
have been a great many supposed incendiary 
fires in lumber yards ot late.

It is stated about thatthe one 
who was killed held up Charles Hopkins of 
734 South Seventh street a couple of years 
azo, and was arrested at that time, but 
Hopkins did not rosecute on account 
ofthe small stim that was taken from him. 
The other has served a couple of Work- 
house sentences and has been arrested a num 
ber of times. Dempsey is a young officer, but 
bears a good reputation. 


HORNER, THE HERO. 


A Chicago Man’s Bravery—Destructive Blaze 
at Carthage, Mo.—Fires. ' 


CHICAGO, II., January 16.—The burning of 
the fine residence, No. 1839 Michigan avenue, 
the heart of a fashionable district, at 1 o’clock 
this morning, was accompanied by a display 
of great heroism and asuccession of thrilling 
incidents. Mr. Joseph Horner, a well-known 
merchant, lives at this number with his fam- 
lly, consisting of his wife, child and two 
female servants, and it was to his cour- 
age and presence of mind that they 
all owe their escape from a horri- 
ble death. Shortly after midnight the 
woodwork above the over-heated furnace 
eaught fire. It was 12:45 o’clock. Mrs. Horner 
awoke with a stifling sensation. She grasped 
her husband and he bounded out of bed, cried 
to his wife to put on some wearihg apparel, 
and snatching up the little girl, rushed into 
the hallway. The flames and smoke’ were 
sweeping up thestairway and for a moment he 
was discouraged. He looked at his wife, who 
stood beside him only in her night dress, fo 


she had made no moveto put anything on, 
and then at the little girl in his arms, simi- 
larly clad. With the thermometer 15 deg. 
below zero, exposure meant almost . 
death. Appreciating this, and taking his 
chances, he ae his way to a front 
room, seize a couple of wraps, 
wrapped one about the child and 
threw the other over his wife’s shoulders. 
By this time the stairway leading 
down was on fire, and escape seemed cut off. 
Seizing his wife around the waist with one arm 
and the child with the other, Mr. Horner half 
staggered, half fell down Stairs. He pushed 
through the smoke, and with a last effori 
threw epen the front door and rushed into the 
street. Horner then started back into his 
house to save the two servants asleep on the 
top floor. 
RARE COURAGE. 

A thick and steady volume of smoke now 
oured out of the open front door, and fight- 
ng through this, Mr. Horner encountered a 
sheet of fame at the foot of the stairs. It 
scorched his face and singed his hair, but un- 
daunted, he flew up the stairway to the top 
floor and burst into the servants’ room. Both 
were asleep, and nearly suffocated when he 
reached them. Throwing a few wraps about 
each of them, he seized an arm of each and 
started down stairs. The flames had 
eaten their way through the stairs by this 
time, and to safely pass them seemed impos- 
sbie, but the courageous man somehow got 
safely through. The stairs, as he stepped 
upon them, seemed to drop from under him, 
and when he reached the street the night 
dresses of the servants were on fire. It was 
th that Mr. Horner found time to cry 
‘*fire.’’ Windowsin all the fine residences 
along the boulevard were hastily thrown 
open and scared faces looked out upon the 
flames issuing from the Horner residence. 
The loss was about $10,000. 


An Early Morning Fire.

DIFFER WIDELY. 


PROTESTANT PREACHERS ON THE PRESI- 
DENT’S GIFT TO THE POPE, 


A Presbyterian Thinks It Impolitic, While 
a Baptist Says It was the Acme of Clev- 
erness—Dr. Cooper Thinks It Will Have 
a Bad Effect on the Next Bull—A Cler- 
ical Tour of Europe—To-day’s Minis- 
terial Meetings. 


A knot of pastors at the religious headquar- 
ters this morning were engaged in a peaceful 
discussion of some quieting,soothing spiritual 
theme when one of the number spoke of 
President Cleveland’s jubilee gift to the Pope, 
which was a beautiful copy of the 
United States Constitution. The talk at 
once assumed a more vigorous character, A 
Post-DISPATCH reporter approaching, the knot 
untied itself, and soon not a preacher was in 
sight. Several were, however, run down to 
their lairs, which were mostly at that time in 
the neighborhood of a savory smell, and asked 
their opinion. 

Rev. Edward Cooper, D. D., editor of the 
Presbyterian organ, the Mid-Continent, said: 
‘‘T think the gift was a very fine bit of irony. 
You see, the Pope is preparing a bull on the 
evils that flow from universal suffrage, and I 
can imagine that, as Artemus Ward used to 
say, the Constitution will be ‘mighty interest- 
in’ readin’.’’’ 

Rev. Wm. J. Lee, pastor of the McCaus- 
land Avenue Presbyterian Church, said: ‘‘I 
do not think that the President ought 
to recognize the Pope as a power. It 
may be all right for European Powers 


that have representatives at the Vatican, but 
this country has nothing to do with ‘Rome,’ 
I think it will haye the effect to soften the 
opposition the restoration of the 
Pope’s temporal power. Of course it was 
sent asagift of the American penis. and 
not as a private testimonial, but 1 think the 
President made a mistake om the standpoint 
of policy.’’ 
ev. W. H. Williams, D. D., editor of the 
Central Baptist, did not hold the same view. 
Being a Demo might have influenced him 
a little, but he thought that the gift was 
a very clever act on the President’s part. 
He had to take some notice of the ‘‘jubilee,’’ 
said Dr. Williams, and how could he do it 
more neatly than by sending him the constitu- 
tion, and thus, as it were, showing him the 
rinciples of a free government. I don’t see 
how he could have done a thing more shrewdly. 
esident Cleveland has been in a tight box 
before, but he never got out of it more skill- 
fully than he did in this instance. Leaving out 
of the question his religious character, the 
Pope is a great man, and the President could 
wed ay fail to notice such a great eventin 
is life. 

Rey. J. H. Garrison, editor of the Christian 
Evangelist, Christian organ, said: ‘‘I do not 
see what right the President had to take any 
notice of the Pope at all. 

Rev. Dr. D. R. McAnally, editor of the St. 
Louis Christian Advocate, Southern Metho- 
dist, said: ‘‘I think the gift wasallright. It 
was simply afriendly remembrance between 
two men. Maybe it would do the Pope 
good to have our constitution broughtto his 
notice.’’ 

Rev. W. W. Dowling, the Christian editor, 
said: ‘‘Ihad not thought about the matter 
much but I see that the gift might be con- 
strued as a recognition of the Pope’s power, 
which recognition I would not indorse.’’

DR. MUNFORD'S ARBEST. 

The fact that our libel laws antedate 
the newspaper and are in conflict with the 
civilization of which the newspaper is an 
indispensable factor has been again and 
again strikingly illustrated. But a pecu- 
larly striking illustration is afforded by 
the arrest of Dr. MuN¥roRD of the Kansas 
City Times for criminal libel in printing 
the report of a sermon in which a revival- 
ist preacher spoke disparagingly of a rival 
attraction, the actor Adonis“ DrxEr. 

When there is no church or tabernacle 
ina large city big enough to hold the 
crowds who rush to bear a preacher the 
great mass of people who cannot get to 
hear him have a right to demand the pub- 
lication of his sermons from the news- 
papers. There is no more ground in pub- 
lic policy or morals for denying this right 
than for denying people the right to go to 
church and hear the preacher. So far as 
public morals or policy is concerned 
the right to render the service de- 
manded by the public from the 
press rests on the same ground as 
the right to demand for it, and there is 
no more reason for holding the newspaper 
responsible for anything the preacher 
said than for holding similarly respon- 
sible any person in the audience who may, 
elsewhere and in reply to a friend’s ques- 
tion, accurately repeat what th® preacher 
said about anybody or anything. There is 
neither malice nor injury in repeating for 
information merely. If there is malice 
or injury in what the preacher said it is 
enough to hold him responsible for it, and 
reporting him in the papers only serves as 
a check, to make him more guarded and 
to insure speedier rectification and redress 
for any libelous matter he may have 
uttered. 

Yet for rendering this harmless and 
wholesome service, in good faith and 
without malice, the proprietor of a news- 
paper is arrested under our antiquated 
law as a criminal libeler, is put to great 
expense in defending himself, and usually 
in the end is forced to pay more or less 
blackmail. The law that subjects the 
press to such an ordeal for honestly re- 
porting the sermons of those who come 
among us as messengers of truth, love 
and peace to all mankind, is not only a 
grotesque anachronism, but is absurdly 
and mischievously at variance with the 
principles on which alone a sound and 
wholesome regulation of freedom of 
speech and freedom of the press can be 
maintained. 


SPEAKER CARLISLE’S SEAT. 

From the moment the unsavory name of 
J. HALE SYPHER became associated with 
Mr. THOEBE’sS alleged contest only a 
farcical outcome was to be anticipated 
from all the red fire and stage thunder 
used to keep the case before the public. 
As became the dignity of his position and 
character, Mr. CARLISLE made no fight 
and left the collection of evidence entire- 
ly to the contestant, being ready at any 
time to renounce all claim to the seat as 
soon as the evidence should raise even a 
reasonable doubt of his right to it.

To protract it after it had 
failed to have any such effect could only 
have enabled J. Hate SyPpuer, already 
safficiently notorious, to achieve further 
notoriety as chief engineer of a perjury 
mill set up to assail the Speaker of the 
House and to draw money from the worst 
class of his political opponents.

Through the agency of an investigating 
committee the people of St. Louis are getting 
at the facts in the history of the Gas Trust, 
which has monopolized the city’s gas supply 
and is selling them bad gas at high rates. In 
St. Louis, as in Chicago, the several company 
organizations are preserved in order that there 
may be a semblance of competition, but the 
apparently independent Boards of Directors 
are only dummies or puppets moved at the 
will of the Trust. Undoubtedly the investi. 
gators will find that the laws of the State have 
been violated by the monopolists. With proof 
to that effect it ought to be easy to break the 
monopoly, but the experience of Chicago in- 
dicates that the immense capital which stands 
behind this system of gas monopoliés which is 
being applied to our large cities exerts an in- 
finence which offsets a very considerable 
amount of popular indignation.

THE ENGINE-HOUSE AS A STRONG STAGE 
ATTRACTION. ‘ 


Successful First Performance of “The Still 
Alarm” at the Grand—Frank Frayne, 
Pat Rooney and Alice Harrison at the 
Other Theaters—The n at the 
Olym pic—Notes. 


The efficacy of a fire engine as an attraction 
under all circumstances was proved eon- 
clusively at the Grand last night. 

The machine never fails to draw immensely 
on the street and its value as an adjunct of the 
stage is eqtied by the succeas of the first per- 
fermance of Joseph Arthur’s ‘‘Still Alarm,*’ 
where the Fire Department plays a star part. 

A lurid and realistic conflagration in which 
stacks of red fire are destroyed and car-loads 
of scenery collapse is a common feature of the 
melodrama, but until now noone thought of 
putting the most approved machine, trained 
horses and a thoroughly-fitted engine-house 
on the stage. The ideaisclever. The stage 
fire is always more or lessof a farce, and ls 
better left to the Imagination, while all the 
excitement of it and the prettiest scene in 
connection witha flremay be givenin the 
engine-house, 

Prominent as the engine-house fs in the 
play, however, it is not fair to call it all the at- 
traction. While it is possible that it may have 
been the central idea of the author from 
which and around which the play was written, 
yet, even if this was the case, a play has been 
written to fit it with as little showing of the 
points of juncture as possible. The plot is not 
strikingly original, It deals for the most part 
with old materials put together in a way which 
is not out of the ordinary, yet it is interesting. 
The story is told in a manly, clear and forcible 
way. Thereis nothing palpably absurd nor 


unreasonable as plays go. It is written on 
popular rather than purely li lines, 
and now and then shows lack of finish, but 
the sentiment is healthy, the characters 
are human, the situations are natural enough 
and have reason and proper sequence of 
events. Altogether, its a popular play and 
one which can nardly fail to ge ve Page oyment 
to the mass of theater- a touch 
of sensation in it, but this is is 2 in a 
work of the kind and at least is not 
ridiculous. 

The weakest pointin the entire play is the 
final climax. There is what may be called an 
affectation of deliberation in Jack Manley’s 
treatment of the villain, and in the prepara- 
tion for the fight between the two, which de- 
stroys much of the clash which such a scene 
should have, aad after this events are rather 
hurried and unaccountable. The play ends, 
too, with a positive absurdity. is is the 
vision of the engine, horses and firemen.

PLUCKY LITTLE COREA. 


Quite a Flurry Caused in Diplomatic Circles 
by China’s Claims. 


By Telegraph to the PosT-DISPATCH. 

WASHINGTON, D. O., January 16.—Quite a 
flurry has been occasioned here in diplomatic 
circles by the San Francisco dispatch, that 
advices from China have been received to the 
effect that the Oorean Embassy, which 
recently arrived in this city, is not properly 
accredited, and has assumed plenipotentiary 
and extraordinary powers in open defiance of 


the royal edict of the Emperor of China, who 
claims to exercise 8 authority over 
the Kingdom of Corea o the Post-D1s- 
PATCH correspodent Dr. Allen, the American 
Secretary of the Embassy gald: These dis- 
patches are instigated by whe Chinese, who are 
greatly displeased because the King of Corea 
refused to acknowledge the sovereignty of 
the Chinese Emperor. The stories were 
brought over in the Chinese papers by the 
steamer Gaelic, which has just reached San 
Francisco.’’ 

Is it true that the Embassy is not author- 
ized by the Government of China?“ 

NOT A DEPENDENCY OF CHINA. 

‘*Yes; but for an excellent reason. The King 
of Corea does not recognize the —_ of the 
Emperor of China to dictate his policy in any 
matter. The Kingdom of Corea is not a de- 
pendency of China and neither receives nor 
asks the protection of the Chinese Govern- 
ment. It is only within a short time that the 
Emperor of China has undertaken to assert 
authority over Corea. Students of history 
will remember that, as far back as 1640, Coreans 
kilied a number of French priests. ter, in 
1868, they killed every individual of the famous 
fllivustering expeditions of the Americans who 
attempted take possession of the country. 
These adventurers were on board the Sheri- 
dan, which was burned by the Coreans after 
the massacre. 

Up to that time China had always claimed 
Corea as a dependent principality, and France 
and the United States according ly demanded 
of the Chinese Government indemnification 
for these apogee outrages. The reply of 
China, which tn the original manuscript is on 
file in the State Department, was tothe effect 
that Corea was a sovereign state, and as such 
responsible for her own acts. Byer one will 
remember that both France and the United 
States then took the . — into 
their own hands and administered 
a salutary lesson to the Coreans. 
About five years ago a treaty was concluded 
between Corea andthe United States and no 
attempt has ever been made by China to exert 
her authority over the King of Oorea, until it 
was known that he contemplated sending to 
the in ty Ro owers ministers plenipotentiary, 
who might, by virtue of seniority of service 
in time outrank the representatives of the 
Flowery Kingdom. An effort was then 
made by the Chinese Government to 
secure a reduction in the rank of 
envoys to minister resident without 
success. When we first arrived here we learned 
that it was expected thatthe Embassy would 
report to the Chinese Minister at the Legation. 
This was false and was put in circulation by 
the Chinese. The embassy called at the State

Oarrie Brockway Stands by her Lover to 
the Death.

She called out to Sweet not to shoot, 
but no answer came from the house. The 
door was then broken open and the body of 
Sweet, a bullet-wound in his shoulder, was 
found outstretched on the floor. At the sight 
of herlover the girl screamed hysterically, 
censured her father for murdering her sweet- 
heart, and then in her despair, and before she 
could be prevented, seized from the dinner- 
table a carving-knife, plunged it in her throat 
and fell dying across the body of her lover, 
8 im and herself in a pool of ner own 
Amazed atthe unexpected climax of 
the tragedy her father dispatched the son 
after a doctor, but the girl was dead in a few 
moments. The population of the village was 
thrown into the greatest excitement on learn- 
ing of the awful tragedy, and as they have di- 
vided on the question of the right and wrong 
of the matter, a good deal of feeling is mani- 
fested which threatens to lead to trouble. 
Sweet is badly wounded. A bullet from are- 
volver lodged in his back, making an ngly 
wound. he wounded son is also in a criti 
condition.

MINNEAPOLIS WANTS OUR BRICK. 


A Chance for Brickmakers to Do a Great 
Trade With the North, 


Walter L. Gale of Minneapolis, who arrived 
in the-city last night, remarked to a Post- 
DISPATCH reporter: The fearful cold that 
has prevailed in Minneapolis lately will not 
be without its advantages to St. Louis. No- 
where in the Northwest is there any clay 
from which good bricks can be made, and 
our entire supply is drawn from St. Louis. 


They do manage to make a kind of yellowish 
white brick, resembling the Milwaukee brick, 
but besides ‘possessing little durability it is so 
ugly that houses built of it are said to frighten 
sensitive children into convulsions, and cause 
hundreds of runaways every year. 80 
unsatisfactory has it been found that 
its use has been nearly co ~ gro abandoned. 
Pressed brick is importe in considerable 
quantities from St. Louis, but the hi igh price, 
nearly 10 cents a piece, has prevented its mo 
eral introduction, exceptin the * 
houses. No city that I know of, with e a4 
ception of San Francisco, is so largely 
structed of wood as Minneapolis, ut in 
spite of tarred paper between plastering and 
woodwork, double walls, and carefully- 
jointed floors have proved "ineutticient to keep 
out the cold, and during the last few days the 
only houses in the city that have been even 
tolerably warm are those built of brick and 
stone. The rapid growth of the city, and the 
occurrence of several fires that would have 
proved most disastrous had the houses stood 
as near together as at the present 
rate of building they willina * or two have 
obliged the Municipal Assem K. seriously 
consider the necessity for prohibiting the con- 
struction of wooden houses within the city 
limits, and an ordinance to this effect is sure 
to be passed in a short time. The effect of 
this will be to give the St. Louis brickmakers 
control of the market in the most rapidly 
growing city inthe country, and their trade 
with Minneapolis will, I believe, be greater 
than the home consumption. The expense of 
transportation,the great —— s much 
diminished by some way of packing the bricks 
so that they will arrive in good condition. At 
present each layer of bricks is covered a 
thick layer of straw, and in cases where it is 
desired to have the bricks arrive in a perfect 
condition, eaeh brick is wrapped in straw. 
This method oftransportation is very expen- 
sive, and if the St. Louis brickmen can devise 
some Bed, by which this expense can be di- 
ed — will greatly increase their sales

fF Speculation on the prospective weights in 
the great suburban handicap has led up to 
the corfipilation of a handicap.

Toanswer the ques- 
tion correctly would be next to impossible, as 
there are many cities which claim the king of 
twirlers, and to confer the title upon a single 
one would bring fortha howl of contempt 
from various interested quarters. The pitch-
